| the * Florida Everglade,” and bave
*| insensibly associnted it with the

sad reminiscences of masacres and
defeats of our troops, under the
lead ot Scott, Jessup, Taylor, and
others of our famous generals who
flourished somo two score ycars
n%o. These everglades are places
where Nature is most profuse in
her gigantic vegetable productions
—forest trees heaven-towering in
beight, vines and cactus plants,
struggling for supremacy in the
rich soil, and uniting to form these
strongholds under .the protection
ot which Osceola and other great
native chieftains made their most
effectivestruggle for independence,
and most severely taxed the pa-
tience and courage of our troops;
and it was in these places that the
savages often gaineé) great but on-
iy iemporary trinmphs,
Upon obtruding high ground,
associated with these everglades,
grow the grandest live-oaks ot the
world, the far-reaching branches
of an individual trce often extend-
ing over a surface of ground equal
to the ares of a *“city square;”
while every possible variety of
vegetation, in exaggerated propor-
tions, crowd all available space.—
Parasites fasten vpon projecting
limbs and increase the variety ot
folinge. Vines with trunks a foot
in diameter, like hnge serpents
seem to have sprung with one
leap, fifty feet into ﬁna air, and
then grasped in their constrictor
fulds thre forest gian‘'s, wlich, un-
der the pressure struggle, almost
llOﬁt‘ltS&])‘ to retain their vitality.
ut the great feature of the
everglades 18 exhibited in the
countless variety of the feathered
tribe. Myriads of cormorants con
stantly disturb the snrface of the
water. The scarlet ibis, the gayly-
decked wood duck, the beantiful
mallard, the gigantic blue heron,
the delicate song bird and the im-
perial eagles; are constantly in
sight, mingle their discordant
voices and the shrill sounds of
their whistling wings, snggesting
a profuseness of animal ﬁla that
rivals that of the vegetable world.

The deer, most favorably sit
vated for supplying itselt” with
food, and tlwrougﬁly protected
from the dcndlly pursuit ot wan,
grows larger than elsewhere on
the continent, and as a permitted
monarch of (he wastes, breaks
through the tangled fulinge which
lines the banks of the inland lakes,
and with the aquatic inhabitants,
enjoys the luxury of bathing in
pure water, a taste which the
graceful animal seems to indulge
even to excess. ’

The sun seems ever to shine with
the intensest brilliancy. Oppres-
sive, however, as may be the leat,
the cool sea breezes of the Mexi«
can Gulf constantly - temper. the
atmosphere, and produce a genial-
ity of climate that can only be
understood by realization. Bat,
under the influence of this germi-
nating heat, the rapid growth of
vegetation seems nnbonnded, and
ever full of the vigor ol youth,—
There is no evidence of decay any-
where. The frosts which make
the Northern forests in ‘the fall
mottled with gay colors, never
garnish theseSouthern landscapes ;
all is one intense but ever-varying
green. It is this feature which
makes it qnite impossible to re-
produce these tropical exhibitions
on canvas, and renders all exagge-
rated displays of red, yellow, blue
and scarlet, as peculiur to tropical
regions, the falsest things of all
the dewnonstrations of meretricious
art.— Appleton’s Journal.
